jg  VERY  so  often,  since  the  world 
began,  a particular  group  would 

take  it  mto  their  heads  that  their 
habits  of  mind  were  superior  to  those 
of  neighboring  peoples;  from  which 
point  of  view  it  seemed  incumbent 
upon  them  to  force  enlightenment 
upon  these  foreigners.  The  biblical 
Jews  may  not  have  started  it,  but 
they  went  further  than  any  other 
people  by  proclaiming  themselves  the 
elect  of  God.  About  the  sixth  cen- 
tury before  the  modem  era  the 
Greeks  began  designating  as  “bar- 
barian” those  bereft  of  hellenic  cul- 
ture. Romans  did  a pretty  good  job 
of  impressing  non-Romans  with  the 
misfortune  of  their  disability.  Com- 
ing down  to  the  present  day,  we  have 
the  doctrine  of  the  herrenvolk. 

When  we  analyze  the  results  of 
this  overweening  gang-conceit,  we 
are  impelled  to  the  conclusion  that 
it  has  an  economic  motivation — for 
no  people  ever  went  out  to  civilize 
another  people  without  coming  up 
with  some  loot  for  their  pains.  Dig- 
ging deeper  into  such  light-spread- 
ing ventures  we  find  that  the  real 
profiteers  were  always  a few  leaders 
— emerging  usually  with  the  privi- 
lege of  collecting  rent  from  the  for- 
cibly civilized,  or  even  from  their 
own  soldiers  who  happened  to  settle 
down  among  the  conquered. 

Americans,  the  most  heterogeneous 
national  group  the  world  has  known, 
have  not  been  free  from  this  prof- 
itable arrogance.  In"  1848,  under  the 
impudent  banner  of  Manifest  Desti- 
ny, the  motley  crew  went  forth  to 
grab  chunks  of  territory  which  the 
“ Inferior ” Mexicans  were  not  “prop- 
erly” exploiting.  Date  in  the  century 
the  flag  was  dusted  off  again,  this 
time  to  head  a crusade  to  free  “our 
little  brown  brothers”  from  the  yoke 
of  Spain;  so  that  they  could  enjoy 
the  pleasure  of  paying  rent  to  Amer- 
ican landowners.  As  for  the  Eng- 
lish, they  have  been  effectively  ex- 
porting their  peculiar  brand  of  su- 
periority, at  a handsome  profit,  ever 
since  their  eighteenth  century  buc- 
caneers replaced  the  skull-and-bones 
with  the  Union  Jack. 

The  march  of  civilization,  no  less, 
requires  a novel  redesigning  of  the 
threadbare  flag.  Warfare  being  what 
it  is,  there  is  no  nation  powerful 
enough  to  lay  an  outright  claim  to 
the  emblem.  Hence,  when  Manifest 


men  it  introduces,  to  the  extent  of 
its  control,  the  demoralizing  regime 
ol  status. 


Destiny  is  unfurled  at  the  treaty  of 
peace,  its  white  background,  indicat- 
ing purity  of  purpose,  will  be  deco- 
rated with  a replica  of  Uncle  Sam  in 
one  corner,  one  of  John  Bull  in  an- 
other, while  the  outside  corners  will 
show  an  upright  bear  and  a menac- 
ing dragon.  Four  “peace  loving”  na- 
tions will  bear  the  burden  of  enlight- 
enment to  the  rest  of  mankind — by 
way  of  spheres  of  influence,  no  doubt. 

All  will  go  well  under  the  new  ar- 
rangement until  these  four  figures 
converge  toward  the  middle  of  the 
flag,  when  we  may  expect  a royal 
free-for-all.

Who  will  come  out  on  top?  Stop 
worrying,  little  man;  your  job  is  to 
work  and  pay  and  die— for  Manifest 
Destiny.
